Tue Trisune tried to persuade 
the mayor to undertake subway building without 
going in for a comprehensive settlement of every 
difficulty. His judgment was different. But 
Thompson in eight years produced nothing but 
‘waste, confusion, and disruption of service. Dever, 
if reélected, willytry again along different lines. 
The legislature under Small is waiting to see what 
the people here do in this election before getting 
down to traction legislation. What it will be. if 
Thompson is elected might cause sensible citizens 
considerable apprehension. 

Under Dever the city has recovered its financial 
stability. It has proceeded with neglected public 
works. It has built schoolhouses and has made 
place for the childten who had been crowded out. 
It has pushed ahead street construction under 
good management. It has opened the way for 
river straightening. It has been without scandal. 
There are everywhere evidences of scrifpulous con- 
duct as under Thompson there were everywhere

Under Dever the city administration has been 
consistent with the character of the man. It has 
been respectable.

He got the jurors 
he wanted by appointing as jury ccmmissioner a 
man who was in his Methodist Sundty school class, 
but who was admittedly not qualified legally for 
the office. There was also in the proceedings the 
record of Dearth’s fight with a newspaper in which 
the judge went to extrefmes of coercion. 
‘Indiana has been ore of the American states 
distinguishing itself by organized terrorism of 
opinion and conduct under the inspiration. of 
masked gangsters under cover and fanatic drys in 
the open. The Klan had a crimineJ, Stephenson, 
for a leader, and. he is now in the penitentiary. 
The drys had a leader, Shumaker, who tried to 
intimidate the Supreme court and he is now try- 
ing to keep himself from punishment for contempt. 
Although disclosures have revealed facts it has 
been difficalt and for the most part impossible to 
punish for the outrages against American prin- 
ciples. In recent years there has been a transition 
in Indiana from a neighborly, sane, tolerant 
society to a condition of narrow minded and savage 
bigotry which seems at times almost to have dis- 
torted the character of «the people. , 
Indiana people had been regarded as the true 
type of the American democracy until this strange 
malady was inflicted on them.

oppressive awe of the older order, it takes for 
granted that, come dark days or bright, God is 
always and unfailingly on the side of the honest 
will. Even death has no terrors for one who sees 
life whole in the modern way. Browning's 
“Prospice” and “ Reverie,” as well as Grace 
Hazatd Conkling’s “After Sunset,” sound this 
note of cheerful confidence. 

Bounding joyousness is another notable quality 
of the recent literature, It arises apparently from 
the new out of door spirit and the abounding 
energy which come with days of greater leisure 
and enjoyment of a many sided life Henry Meade 
Bland’s “A Song of Joy” and Richard Le Galli- 
enne’s ““Gaudeamus” are typical of this mood.

The garbage is used to fill in mosquito 
breeding -swamps,.

tists doubt their ability, or any one’s 
ability to persuade farmers to clean up

I have been studying “the corn borer 
since the first infestation was reported 


the literature. I have been in the in- 
fested fields in Ontario and Michigan. I 
cannot agree with some of the Ohio and 
Illinois authorities that we must prepare 
“to live with the corn borer.” Fire 
will destroy the corn borer. The prob- 
lem is to get the corn growers of the 
marginal areas to rake all cornstalks, 
weeds, and refuse into piles, and burn 
them. It is solely a question of focusing 
public opinion on a simple problem. 

| I propose the organization of a Na- 
tional Corn Growers’ Vigilance associa- 
tion. I nominate Mr. Frank I. Mann of 
Gilman, UL, called the “ first farmer in 
Illinois,” to head the association. Among 
the chairmen of the state comiittses 
who have already consented to serye are 
Ira Marshall, Dola, O., the ‘champion 
corn grower, in bushels, of America last 
year; Peter Lux, Shelbyville, Ind., the 


,champion corn grower, in type of, seed 
‘ears, of America last year, and Jacob. 


Paluska of Waverly, Ill., who grew the 
champion ear of corn among 27,900 in 
the National Seed Corn show. Leading 
‘corn growers in lowa, Missouri, Wiscon- 
‘sin, Kentucky, West Virginia, 
New York, and Pentsylvania will gladly 
head up their respective state commit- 
tees. The secretary of agriculture and 
the governors in the various states would 
giadly coéperate in an organized effort 
to focus public opinion on the efficacy of 
ithe bonfire in eradicating the corn bo. er.

FAIL TO. REACH 
U, S. FORECASTS 


March Collections Show 


Gain of $17,000,000. 


Washington, D. C., April 2.—({Spe- 
clal.}—March income tax receipts 
showed an increase of only about 
$17,000,000 over the March, 1926, total 
according to complete official figures 
made public today by the treasury. 
The failure to make good on an in- 
crease of from $90,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000 which was expected in advance of 
the March 15 payments, necessitates a 
revision downward of estimates of the 
prospective treasury surplus for the 
fiscal year 1927. Treasury officials 
now are not So certain that the sur- 
plus will be in excess of $500,000,000 as 
they were two weeks ago. 

Income tax receipts during March 
totaled $516,534.789.55, as compare 
with $499,628,780.29 in March, 1926. 
The treasury had estimated that the 


_ total would be about $580,000,000. 


Increase Now $222,000,000. 

For the fiscal year up to March’ 31 
total income tax receipts were $1,649,- 
971,888, as compared with $1,427,118,- 
713, an increase of $222,853, 175 over 
last year. 

The $17,000,000 increase in March 
income tax receipts is no more than 
was anticipated at the time budget 
estimates were submitted to congress 
in December. Those estimates showed 
prospective surplus of $383,000,000 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1927. 
On the basis of the March receipts and 
the likelihood that the June income 
tax payments will show no greater 
proportionate increase, it now appears 
probable that the estimate made in 
December will be substagtially correct. 

Melion Predicted $500,000,000. 

' Secretary of the Treasury Mellon pre- 
dicted a surplus in excess of $500,000,- 
000 two weeks ago on the basis of the 
optimistic estimates which had then 
been made with respect to the March 
receipts. Treasury officials now are 
not so certain that the $500,000,000 
mark will be reached.

“Spring Is Time to Clean 


Up Home Grounds. 


Springtime is whitewashing time, 
and many asauburban and country 
places with outbuildings that need a 
“dressing up” inside and out will 
find whitewash econom‘cal and practi- 
cal. 

In whitewashing the outside of build- 
ings, the best results are cbtained when 
the work is done in clear, Gry weather. 
The surface to be treated should be 
cleaned of dirt,. scales or other loose 
rhaterial by brushing well with a clean, 
stiff? brush, or by first scraping and 
then brushing. The final results and 
the increased life of the new coating 
will more than compensate for the time 
and care required to be sure that the 
surface is in good condition. 

Popular Everywhere. 

Whitewash over common brick is 
becoming more popular in every part 
of the country, as it makes possible an 
early appearance of age in the newest 
house. Whitewash wears through 

~gimder the action of the weather and 
produces in a year Or sO an appearance 
that ordinarily would require half a 
century to develop. Many persons 
wish their houses, especially if of 
- eolonial design, to take on quickly the 

. appearance of age. 

_ Special care should be taken to 
remove all loose material from the 
surfaces of old buildings that’ have 
previously been whitewashed, since if 
the old whitewash is scaly there will 
be no solid surface to which the new 
coating can adhere. Before applying 
the fresh coat the surtace should be 
dampened so that the fresh wash will 
dry gradually. If whitewash is applied 

to a bone-dry surface it will usually 
chalk and rub off rather easily. 

Wash Wallis First. 

In using whitewash for interior 
walls and ceilings they should be 
"washed off with a cloth or sponge and 
‘hot water if previously whitewashed 
or calcimined. All , dirt or old 
paper should be lly removed, 
with a Scrape? if necessary, and the 
wall well washed. Nail holes ani 
cracks should be filled w:th a mixture 
_of four parts hydrated lime, or lime 
putty and one part of plaster of 
_Paris, with enough water to make a 

thick paste. This paste should be 
forced well into the holes and carefully 

| smoothed off flush with the rest of 
the plaster.“ 

Whitewashes must be applied thin. 
The best results will be secured if the 
application is so thin\that the surface 
‘to which it is applied may be easily 
seen through the film while it is wet. 
The coating will dry opaque, however, 
and the thin coat will give better 


results than a thick one The white- |}.

Just think what one thing in. the 
building makes the most difference in 
its appearance. Fine bath room fix- 
tures of course affect that one room, 
woodwork, trim and all of the. mill 
work about the house may warp and 
the paint may come off, yet the re- 
pairs are comparatively inexpensive, 
and repainting amounts to very little. 
But plastering vitally affects the 
beauty of every room in the house.

It is an interesting fact that the 
rough surfaced plastering of walls 
whith has always been typical of 
Dutch colonial houses and which ten 
years ago was considered “‘ rather too 
rough ” for an up to date home is now

Textured walls, which make ee 
esting effects of light and shadow and 
adapt themselves easily and inexpen- 
sively to wall decoration, are an inte-, 
gral part of the Dutch style.

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| Tales of the Days — 
Road Shows 
Played “the Sticks” 


HERE have been many won- 
derful changes in theatrical 
and circus life during the 

last two decades, but none so re- 
-markable, perhaps, as in the 
smaller cities of the country, or, 
as show people loved to call them, 
the “tank towns.” In the early 
.. years of the present century cities 
» of from 3,000 to 20,000 population 
- could seldom boast of more than 
one place of amusement, always 
referred to as the “ opery house.” 
Once a week or once in two weeks 
a traveling show would be booked 
in it. It might be a “ blood and 
thunder ” drama, a New York mu- 
sical comedy success with a small 
town cast, or a burlesque show, 
| but it was abways a big event and 
the town would: be waiting at the 
railroad station or the Commer- 
cial hotel for a “close-up” of. 
“them show gals and actor fel- 
lars.” 

On nights when no traveling 
company was to appear the 
“ opery house” might be used for 
home talent plays, church socia!s, 
or political meetings. But with 
the coming of moving pictures 
these conditions changed immedi- 
ately, and far seeing business men 
' made haste to erect substantial 
‘ theaters. With their opening the 
_ old wooden “ opery house,” usu- 
. ally upstairs over the general 
- store, became a thing of the past. 


| THE PRE-MOVIE DAYS | 


My stories of theatrical and cir- 
cus life will cover the period just 


_ preceding the event of motion pic- 
‘ tures and will be true incidents of the 
" “big tops” and “ hall”’ shows of those 
days. 

The staff of a small town playhouse 
usually consisted of the owner or les- 
see, who might also be proprietor of 
the flour and feed store, as well as 
mayor and justice of the peace. He 
would act as stage manager when he 
had a show, while his wife would sell 
tickets. The manager of the attrac- 
tion woud take tickets at the door. 
Advance sale of seats was at the 
house owner's store, if he had one; or 
in some prominent store until an hour 
. or so before curtain time, when the 
' ticket rack would be taken to the box 
offices 


“Opery house” stage hands were 


always the bane of the traveling mana-

The heroine shook. off her chains and walked off-stage 


where from two to seven or eight, ac- 
cording to the size of his show and the 
amount of scenery used, but by the 
terms of the playing \contract the 
house had to furnish enough men to 
load and unload the show, shift scenes, 
work the fly gallery, etc. 


| | A CLEVER TRICK 


When a show arrived at the theater 
there, were usually twenty or thirty 
men and boys ready to act as “stage 
hands.” They’d carry in the scenery 
and work between the acts. During 
the performance the entrances were 
so jammed with them that the show 
people had a hard time getting ‘“‘on” 
to answer their cues. But with the 
final curtain how they would scatter! 
And by the time the traveling stage 
hands started to take down their drops 
not one of them could be found. They 
had seen the show without paying, and 
that was all they wanted. 

One property man, however, of a 
rather heavy musical comedy had a 
way of getting the better of these 
“stage hands.”’ He carried an extra 
property trunk with the show baggage, 
and the town boys who wanted to 
* work” the show had to check their 
coats and hats with him before they 
were permitted to get on the stage. 
He would lock these coats and hats in, 
the property trunk and the owners 
could only redeem them at the door of 
the baggage car after the show was 
loaded for the next “jump.” 


RIVAL THEATERS 


A prosperous coal mining town of 
Pennsylvania boasted of two theaters, 
one a vaudeville house and the other 
for “combinations,” as traveling shows 
were called. It was a good town from 
a box office standpoint, and the house 
managers had little trouble booking 
good acts and shows. Melodramas 
were the most popular, and everything 


Heart of Chicago” was seen there, 
ways playing to capacity business. 

One time “‘ Shadows of a Great City,” 
or some such production, was appear- 
ing at the melodrama house. The 
Burke Brothers, famous Irish and Jew- 
ish comedians of those days, were top- 
liners at the vaudeville theater. Their 
Hebrew makeup consisted of well worn 
Prince Albert coats, ‘“‘high water” 


trousers, big shoes, and ancient hats. 


They wore long, black beards and sang 
Jewish songs and parodies. 

In the melodrama at the other play- 
house was a “tank’’:scene wherein 
the villain and his dastardly hirelings 
chain the heroine to the floor of a dun- 
geon near an East river, New York, 
dock. As they make their exit through 
a trap door in the roof the villain turns 
and hisses: 

“There, my proud beauty, in three 
minutes the tide will rise and no power 
on earth can save you!”’ | 

Then through a round hole that 
looks like the end of a sewer water 
begins to flow into the dungeon. From 
the front of the house it seemed as 
though several hundred gallons a min- 
ute were pouring in on the hapless 
girl. The floor of the dungeon was 
covered with a rubber carpet with a 
two or three inch bank around it. 
Only an inch or two of water would 
cover the rubber carpet. By that time 
the hero would come diving through 
the hole in the wall and rescue the 
girl. - Loud applause and curtain. 


AN ANTI-CLIMAX | 


‘jt was a custom among the perform- 
ers at both theaters to visit back and 
forth in their makeups. When any one 
had a few minutes to spare he would 
drop over to the other house to watch 
a bit of the show. The Burke brothers, 
waiting for their cue in the Jewish 
makeup, had crossed over to the melo- 
drama house. They arrived just as the 
water began pouring into the dungeon. 
Then, seized. with a practical joke im-

The audience in the melodrama 
house was in an uproar. Speeches by 
the manager and some of the actors 
did no good. They wanted an encore 
from the Burke brothers and refused 
to be quiet until the manager went to 
the other theater and begged the come- 
dians to cgme over once more and 
pacify his patrons. This they did. 


“TURKEY” SHOWS 


N the old days, before actors, man- 
agers, and advance agents learned 


to save their money, it-was a cus- 


tom for some of them to club to- 
gether and take out what was known 


as a ‘“‘turkey ”’ show, a small company 


hastily put together, and book it at the 
summer resorts and other places. The 
name of the show didn’t matter. What- 


ever billing matter a show printing 


concern would have in stock would do. 

In the summer of 1903 two of us who 
had just closed with our regular com- 
pany took out such a show. We were 
fortunate in getting “dates” ‘of a 
week each in Milwaukee, Minneapolis, 
and St. Paul, and then played one 
nighters through Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota. Our company consisted of 
about ten girls and three or four men. 
It was booked under a high class mu- 
sical comedy title, the posters and 
lithographs of which we had purchased 
from a Chicago show printing house. 

We had a prosperous summer sea- 
son and our final week, early in Au- 
gust, was played at a street railway 
park near Marinette, Wis. All of us 
were signed with regular shows and 
we were due to leave for New York to 
begin rehearsals about that time. We 
had made arrangements to leave Mar- 
inette for Chicago the following Sun- 
day morning. About the middle of the 
week the manager of the park asked 
us to stay and play an extra Sunday. 
My partner and myself put it up to the 
company, but they refused. They 
were tired of the long summer work 
and wanted a short rest before starting 
the regular show season.

Only two persons were willing to 
stay over a day and play the extra 
Sunday night.

HOWS making the coast by way 
of St. Louis, Kansas City, and 
Omaha, usually played three one 
nighters out of Omaha and into 

Cheyenne, Wyo., for the last half of 
the wéek. North Platte, Neb., on the 
main line of the Union” Pacific ra‘ 
road, was a favorite stopping off place 
It had one serious hadicap. The opera 
house seated 1,000, which was plenty 
large enough for the town, but the 
stage was so small there was room for 
only a monologue act. In time, man- 
agers with any kind of productions 
passed up North Platte, and either 
played some other town or laid off 


‘for the night. 


The manager, one of the old school 
type, didn’t realize that a stage big 
enough for the shows of 1880 would 
hardly do for the larger attractions 
of the twentieth century. After his 
house had remained dark for weeks 
at a time he decided something must 
be done, and that something was to 
build a new theater. This he did, using 
the space for the new house he used 
for the old. But instead of a large 
auditorium and small stage, he built 
an immense stage and a tiny audi- 
torium. I believe the seating capacity 
was about 450. I only knew of a few 
stages that could compare with that 
North Platte “ platform.” Those were 
the Hippodrome and ‘Metropolitan 
Opera House in New York and the 
Auditorium in Chicago. ‘“‘Ben Hur” 
would have been lost on it. 


THE OWNER’S REPLY 


The first time I went to the coast 
after this house was completed I was 
business manager of “The Rose of 
Panama,” a musical comedy carrying 
seventy-five people d an immense 
amount of scenery. ‘e were booked 
at North Platte, and when I arrived 
I went back stage to look it over. I 
was thrilled. x

which we could set up all our scenery. 
I congratulated the old manager, whom 
I had met many times before. Then 
I went to the footlights and took a 
glance out front.

One charming bed cover which I 
have seen, Was bought in a linen store, 
supposedly to be used as a tablecloth. 
It is made of pineapple linen, with 
beautiful medallions of drawn work, 
and elaborate embroidery, all in a soft 
cream color. The ingenious bride, to 


- whom it was given as a wedding pres- 


ent, lived in a small apartment where 
the dining table was not large enough 
to do justice to the lovely thing, so 
she immediately decided to use it as a 
bed cover. It is spread out iin full 
glory, over an undercover of intenss 
turquoise blue sateen, so that the 
pattern is advantageously displayed. 
Wallis in the room are pale lemon yel- 
low. At the windows are draperies of 
flowered glazed chintz, on a turquoise 
ground. Cream colored gauze makes 
the glass curtains. The rugs are of 
deep, plum colored chenille.

and covers on the twin beds are made 
of chintz, with fruit decorations, on a 
cream ground. They are finished at 
the edges with ruffles of the same. 
Ruffled cream colored net with large 
dots is used for glass curtains. Be- 
tween the beds is a set of narrow, 
standing shelves. A majolica. bird 
lamp.is placed on top. It has a shade 
of rose colored taffeta, edged with leaf 
green. On the next shelf below are a 
water bottle and glass, and beneath 


j these a selection of books. 


As blue is the dominant color in the 
nosegays, a pair of Wedgwood blue 
pottery lamps is used on the 
table. These are fitted with square 
shades of stretched pink georgette over 
ivory silk. They are banded at the 
edges with shaded rose ribbon. Old 
blue wool chenille rugs are used on 
the floor. 

A reverse of bed covers and ‘icopeeiné 
is used in another bedroom. The covers 
are made of mauve taffeta, finished 
with deep, full ruffles of pale green. At 
the windows are mauve gauze glass 
curtains, beneath pale green taffeta 
draperies and lambrequins. These are 
edged with mauve ruffles. A mauve and 
gold lamp on a stand between the beds 
is fitted with a shade of finely plaited, 
pale green georgette. The walls 
are covered with a light gray paper, 
sprinkled with field flowers in. soft 


‘tones. All of the furniture is painted a 


soft, dull green, decorated in the 
Venetian manner with floral medallions 
and trims of gold. 

Unusually attractive is a room with 
draperies of linen, showing a pattern 
of large flowers in tones of amber and 
orange on a white ground, finished with 
wide, scalloped bands of jade green 
linen, They hang straight to the floor, 
from beneath scalloped wooden cor- 
nices painted jade green with fine 
borders of amber. Covers on the twin 
beds are of the flowered linen, boxed 
to-fit, and piped with jade. The pil- 
lows are covered with a strip of jade 
green linen, piped with amber. Narrow 
hanging shelves between the beds are 
made of walnut, to match the rest of 
the furniture. The walls are light 
pistachio green. Moss green rugs, with 


borders of deeper green, are used on 
the floor. 
Strikingly different and effective js 


furniture is enameled glossy black, with 


‘fine lines of jade green at the edges 


to relieve the severity. At the. win- 
dows are draperies of an amusingly 
patterned black and white material, 
lined with white sateen. They hang 
straight to the floor, and are topped 
by wooden cornices, painted fo match 
the furniture. These cornices hide the 
mechanism of pulley cords by which 
the draperies may be drawn together. 
No glass curtaine are used. 


On the three-quarters width bed, | 


which stands lengthwise against the 
wall, a black fur cover is used, and 
against the wall are placed several 
cushions of bright colors. In lieu of 
the black fur cover, a cover of black 
rep, piped with jade, might be used. 

The walls are done in a white pa- 
per, with black polka dots. Wood- 
work is painted black, with jade green 
sinkages. Mottled white parchment, 
bound with black, and decorated with 
a fine line of jade, makes lamp shades 
and shields for the side lights. The 
floor is rugged with black chenille. 


Dressings for old colonial beds are 
always interesting. In an early Amer- 
ican room the large four post bed has 
2 tester valance and deep flounced 
cover of white dotted Swiss, trimmed 
with ball tassel fringe. Across the 
foot of the bed, a lovely old pieced 
quilt is folded. At the windows are 
ruffied glass curtains of the dotted 
gwiss. Draperies are made of plain

| RIVAL THEATERS 


A prosperous coal mining town of 
Pennsylvania boasted of two theaters, 
one a vaudeville house and the other 
for “‘ combinations,” as traveling shows 
were called. It was a good town from 
a box office standpoint, and the house 
managers had little trouble booking 
good acts and shows. Melodramas 
were the most popular, and everything 
from “Alone in London” to “The 
Heart of Chicago” was seen there, al- 
ways playing to capacity business. 

One time “ Shadows of a Great City,” 
or some such production, was appear- 
ing at the melodrama house. The 
Burke Brothers, famous Irish and Jew- 
ish comedians of those days, were top- 
liners at the vaudeville theater. Their 
Hebrew makeup consisted of well worn 
Prince ‘Albert coats, “‘high water ’ 
trousers, big shoes, and ancient hats. 
They wore long, black beards and sang 
Jewish songs and parodies. 

In the melodrama at the other play- 
house was a “tank” 
the villain and his dastardly hirelings 
chain the heroine to the floor of a dun- 
geon near an East river, New York, 
dock.

After his 
house had remained dark\ for weeks 
at a time he decided something must 
be done, and that something was to 
build a new theater.

Invitations to very formal balls, 
dances, dinners and receptions can 
be engraved The stationer will have 
several styles of these to show you, 
too. It is equally good taste and im- 
plies equal formality for a formally 
worded invitation to be written -in 
long hand on the stationery of the 
hostess. There are also invitation 
forms half engraved and half written, 
which are perfectly correct, but less 
formal, which hostesses who ogoaucieaaae 
a great deal use to save time. 

Forms Given. 

The answers to all these invitations 
should be written in long hand on one’s 
personal stationery (not that of a club 
or hotel), and should follow the wording 
of the invitation as nearly as pgssible.

VEN infants are not exempt from 

indignities cast upon them by 
certain painters and sculptors. 
Of course, the normal child will. 
not resent these indignities, will not, 
in fact, éyen notice thém, his thoughts 
being ‘concerned entirely with matters 
of greater importance, such as the 
nearness of the next dinner hour and 
the degree of heat to which that din- 
ner will be warmed. A too hot bottle 
has been responsible for many a wail 
of anger! 

But whether the child notices it or 
not is of little consequence. The fact 
that babyhood can be used as a fence 
for anzmia or obesity should rouse us 
to protest. The lethargy long lines of 
grotesque paintings of adults and still 
lifes and landscapes invoke as a tem- 
porary solace should be banished in- 
‘stantly when the divinegharm of child- 
hood is imperiled. No man has the 
right to give a normal infant an enor- 
mous stomach. No man has the right 
to paint a normal child as a lump of 
billowing putty, or, the opposite, as a 
thin, 

Unnatural Babies. 

Both, of these things are done. There 
is scarcely an exhibit where work out- 
side of tle conservative schools is 
shown that has not its unnatural 
baby. The artists are cornmitting as 
horrible a crime as did that woman in 
one of De Maupassant’s stories who 
laced herself so that her children might 
be monsters. An éxcuse might, in hell, 
be found for her, g She did it so they 
could earn money in side shows, in 
circuses. The painter or sculptor 
who plays false with the beauty of in- 
fancy has not this excuse. 

The exhib‘tiogn of international 
paintings at the Art institute has a 
few canvases depicting motherhood, 
the little*baby being one of the prime 

factors. One that brings a pleasant 
smile of comprehension to the lips is 
“Motherhood”: by Boris Grigoriev, a 
quaint, funny, but good piece of paint- 
-ing. Across the room (to the best of 
my recollection the two are in the 
same gallery) hangs a canvas with a 
blowzy mother and a bulbous child. 
Naturally, Piecasso being Piccasso, he 
will not learn better, but no healthy 
baby was ever as fat as this. Curves 
have their place, and billows of soft 
flesh theirs (witness Rubens, etc.), but

Insanity 

The Arts club has another exhibi- 
tion to its credit in the exhibit of 
paintings by Albert Bloch. This is 
another case when you would like to 
be told whether you or the painter. 
is crazy. To .justify these pictures, 
insanity must be somewhere. Of all 
the absurd caricatures, these surely 
are the most ahsurd. Will it hurt 
Mr. Bloch’s feeling to ask him how 
he brought himself to the point of 
being physically able to exploit in this 
fashion the frailties human flesh is 
heir to? Are we really heir to so 
much? 

Are we such blockheads? Do we ap- 
pear to any one as Punch and Judy, 
puppets of wood worked by strings? 
That is the kind of person living in 
Mr. Bloch’s world) Under the plain 
clothes are pegs for legs and arms, no 
body, but a chunk of unfeeling wood, 
and the heads are like the painted 
heads on uncouth dolls. There is no 


human quality at all. There is no 
depth to the painting. There is scarce- 


grace, no charm, no atmosphere, ne | 


ly substance to the figures. In one | 


picture the pot of flowers grows, ap- 
parently, through the body of the man. 
In every picture the oddity is repel- 


lant, not attractive. 


It seems a pity that this type of 
painting must be considered seriously, 
unless there is a key to it. Having 
spoken so decidedly against it, it would 
but be justice to print the opposite 
gide of the story. In what lies the 
justification of these paintings? 

If the answer comes that this is an 
experiment, it will not pass. Experi- 
ments should be conducted in solitude 
and not exposed until perfected. Fail- 
ures are disheartening, especially in 
this field where so much good work 
is going
